Prof- Bell Addr'SMi Colored Teacher* of 
Kentucky at Frankfort 

(Special to Nashville Bannai . 

Frankfort, Kv., January 
"The highest function of the 
school is to make men self-de- 
pendent." Thus spoke I'rof. J. 
W. Bell of Earlington, Ky 
of the best known educators of 
the etato among the colored 

discussing the sabject : "The 
School a Factor in the Race 
Building," before the Negroes' 
State Teachers' Association, 
hich closed its annual session 
here. Prof. Bell declared tha* 
the subjective ole 
ment and matter, the objective 
element, were linked together 
by method in such a manner that 
mind, the vital essence of roan, 
acted and reacted in a constant 
struggle with matter, the sensual 
element. It was the triumph of 
mind over matter that deter- 
mines the character of man, ho 
stated, and such, iu a nutshell, 
he declared to be the real pur- 
pose of the school. 

Continuing, he said: "The 
pages of history contain lamen- 
table accounts of individuals, 
races, and even nations, that 
have fallen because of a lack of 
moral character. 

"The story of how four million 
slaves have left behind the 
slave markets and are now jour- 
neying on toward new sciences, 
new industries and new morals 
is only a storv of their schooU 
No individual or race can be- 
come self-dependent without 
thinking, and doing for itself. A 
race cannot attain to civilization 
without " 3C ho ol 8 . Without 
schools there can be no self-de- 
pendence; without self depen- 
dence there can be' no character; 
without character there can be 
no solf -respect ; without- self-rei- 
spect there can be: no lsftbr; und 
without labor there, can ho iio 
civiliiation.

LITTLE MONEY. IN OSTRICHES 

Australian Raisers of Beautifully 
Feathered Birds Get Small Re- 
turns for Thalr Work. 

The hi»l, an iiuhiI to raw oat tiilies. 
in Australia waa mad* by a Mi. Atal- 
com. who In 188S brought 100 younf 
birds from 8011II1 Africa to South Aus- 
tralia. In the following year the par- 
liament of South Australia enacted a 
law which gtaaled lo th* Ural p*r*0« 
who should eihibit atO oatrtches more 
than one year old about 2,f*)0 acres of 
land suitable for ostrich farming 
The conditions w»re satisflod by th* 
8outh Aust .Miayi Ostrich Company, 
which wa* founded in 1«8« with a cap- 
ltal of »73.000. Th* eotapany received 
'land near Port Augusta on Spencer 
bay, but iu spite of this assistance 
the company hae never paid a divi- 
dend, although It now possess?* 1,100 
istriches, all of which were imported 
from South Africa. There lo a .-.till 
larger ostrich farm on the shore of 
Lake Albert, and amaller farms are 
ittered through lite colony, 
u New South Wales ostrich farm- 
ing was first attempted in lSl'T, by 
Barruiluff. who imported sir pairs of 
OttrMjga iioni northern Africa, and 
iw possesses 81 birds 
Queensland and Victoria possess 
only small ostrich farms, which have 
not produced very encouraging re- 
sults. In all there arc now about 
2,000 ostriches In Australia. The In- 
ferior feathers are used nt hoific and 
Ihore valuable ones are exported, 
chiefly to Germany.— Scientific Ameri- 
can.
